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The Week. 
THE RUSSIAN VISITORS. 


We cannot refrain from offering a hearty welcome to the members of 
the Russian Council of Empire and Duma now on a visit to this country: 
To our proven friends among them—men like Prof. MILIUKOFF and M. 
SHINGAREFF—we extend a greeting, warmed by the recognition of many a 
well-fought battle on their part on behalf of Jewish liberties. To any 
among the delegates who may still remain ill-disposed towards our co-re- 
ligionists we may express the hope that contact with the institutions of 
these islands and the strengthening of the ties between them and their 
allies may soften their feelings of enmity and broaden their outlook on the 


_ Jewish difficulty. For ourselves, we ask nothing better than that more and 


more of the representatives of the Russian people should come hither, and 
that the relationship between the two nations should be increasingly a 
kinship of spirit, drawing its spiritual sustenance not only from a sense 
of common political needs but also from the grand bracing principles 
of liberty which have made England great and are even now, we 
believe, coming, albeit slowly, into their own in Russia in the wake 
of the storm that has laid many old prejudices and institutions 
low. We trust that the Russian delegates, who will take back to theil 


country a report of the British efforts in this war, will also bear with them a 


message of goodwill from English Jews to the Russian people, for whom— 
let malicious tongues say what they will—they have never felt anything but 
the sincerest friendship and the most cordial goodwill, 


SIR MATTHEW NATHAN. 


THE resignation of Sir MATTHEW NATHAN_Oof his post of Permanent 
( nder-Secretary for Ireland has induced a general sense of sympathy and 
regret. We notice that the Dublin correspondent of the Times, who does 
not fear to lay his finger on neglect or incompetence where he believes 
them to exist, makes the following reference to Sir MATTHEW’S 


retirement :— 


There is a feeling among people who are neither extreme Unionists nor 
extreme Nationalists that Sir Matthew Nathan has been rather hardly treated. 
He is a very capable and industrious official. I have good reason to know that 
during recent months he followed the developments of the Sinn Fein conspiracy 
with close care and ever-increasing anxiety. 1 cannot doubt that his knowledge 
was communicated to Mr, Birrell. Those who know better than I the exact 
responsibilities and duties of an Under-Secretary to his official chief on the one 
hand, and to his country on the other, may be able to assess the justice of the fate 
which now involves Sir Matthew Nathan in Mr. Birrell’s downfall. | 
It is certainly no part of our wish or intention to endeavour to justify a 
brilliant coreligionist at the expense of his Parliamentary Chief, or indeed 
to express an opinion concerning a matter that is entirely one of general 
politics. But nobody who knows Sir MATTHEW NATHAN’S abilities, or 
realises the extent and the variety of his’ experience, could have supposed 
that he would not have a convincing case to present to any serious 
challenge of his administrative record in Ireland, and we are glad that the 
correspondent of the Times has had the courage to do him an instalment of 
justice. As Jews, we have felt honoured by the fine career of this able 
coreligionist. That the future will still give scope for his signal abilities we 
greatly hope—and do not at all doubt. | 


“AT THE CROSS-WAYS OF JEWISH DESTINY” | 


Next Sunday the elections take place, in London, of the members of 
the Board of Deputies and the honorary synagogue officers. At the 
moment of writing there are no visible evidences of these events—beyond 


a few contests and the usual official notices, and it is a_ little | 


diificult to realise that a general election to the Jewish Parliament is taking 
place in London—even a communal general election. The other day we 
were told of a certain synagogue whose officials sent out the customary 
nomination forms to the three hundred or so members. Just two seat. 
holders took the trouble to fill up the forms and return them. The 
other two hundred and ninety-eight odd—we had almost called 
them an odd two hundred and ninety-eight—evidently felt no interest in the 
matter, or, at all events, they did not show it. You can glance down our 
“election” news without discovering any indication of keener interests else- 
where. Motions or resolutions are almost non-existent. Everything is so 
nearly perfect, and the sky is so clear, that nobody has even a suggestion 
to offer on paper, let alone a criticism to make. There never was 
such a. paradise for the Jewish people as that which they now inhabit 
—judging by the agenda papers of the synagogues. And really one begins 
to wonder why these meetings are held at all. Why not elect the Board of 
Deputies in perpetuity and turn it into a Jewish Long Parliament calmly 


- awaiting the arrival of the Jewish Cromwell, who, our people will pray, wil] 


greatly “tarry”? In this way much printing and paper would be saved—a 
consideration in these days of paper shortage, while the printers’ bill would*be 
teduced, and thus economy at least effected. The secretaries of the syna- 
g0gues, too, would be spared a great deal of quite unnecessary trouble. Of 
Course, the time might come, later on, when some rude shock to this 
laisseg faire would be administered, and the community become “ terrified,’ 
like the Liverpool section, at the first untoward happening they had to face, 
A bolt again might come out of the “ blue,” and the Jewish Long Parliament 
might just conceivably be found unequal to the occasion. But if there 
were no Ministers to dismiss, the affrighted might “take it out” of 
the “ Jewish Press”—to use a forcible colloquialism—and somehow lay 
he blame at its doors. For our part, however, we can only say that we 


have done our best to warn the community of the gravity of the coming 
elections to the Board of Deputies. We have endeavoured to show at 
length—and our contributor ‘‘ MENTOR,” in another column, has not spared 
himself in doing likewise—the seriousness, the critical seriousness, of the 
issues that may in the near future confront the new Board. We have 
tried to bring home to the communal consciousness the’all too obvious fact 


that we are at the crossways of Jewish destiny. If the community can be |

THE LIVERPOOL OLD HEBREW CONGREGATION. 

THE letter which we print this week from the Rev. JOHN H&RRIS dis- 


| poses effectively of several points raised at the meeting of Free Members of 


the Liverpool Old Hebrew Congregation, with whose proceedings we dealt 
at length last week. It is a plain, straightforward, and dignified communi- 
cation, the fearlessness and candour of which are in sharp contrast with the 
evident confusion, and timorousness, if not disingenuousness, which marked 
the utterances of some of the members at the gathering referred to. And the 
effect of the contrast is heightened still further by what is taking places at 
this very moment. The Free Members having, with a decidedly free and 
easy conscience, cast off their minister of twenty-one years’ standing with: 
out a shilling to ward off want, it has been left to a private committee of 
the members to set about the work of raising funds for presenting a _part- 
ing gift to Mr. HARRIS. The action, as well as inaction, of the committee 


of the Congregation who resisted the proposal at the meeting of the members 
to present an honorarium to Mr. HARRIS is the more strange because they | 


have within the last few days issued a circular asking for funds for a 
testimonial to their other minister, the Rev. S. FRIEDEBERG, who is 
about to complete twenty-five years’ service in the Congregation. 
We trust sincerely that their appeal will be met with a large and libera} 
response, but we can only regret that by not voting the honorarium to Mr, 
HARRIS, which was proposed at the meeting of Free Members, there has 


| been set up what cannot in effect be other than a competition between the 


two appeals, one by the governing body of the congregation for Mr. 
Friedeberg, and the other by some private members for Mr. Harris 
We hope neither of them will suffer from the invidiousness with which 


-to some extent they have thus become invested and which creates a 


state of affairs hardly consistent with the dignity of this “ Premier Congre. 
gation.” We desire to add, in fairness to the Rev. S. FRIEDEBRERG, 
that, in a letter which was published in Wednesday’s Fewish World 
and. which we reproduce elsewhere, he repudiates emphatically an 
allegation by a correspondent (Mr. ENDBINDER), which we reprinted in 
our columns from that paper last week. Mr. ENDBINDER had 
asserted that the rev. gentleman refused him a reference to be used 
at the Tribunals owing to his views as a conscientious objector. Mr. 
FRIEDEBERG, however, replies with an emphatic statement which clearly 
places a totally different construction on the incident. We gladly 
take this opportunity of printing Mr. -FRIEDEBERG'S letter, for we 
should regret exceedingly to be the vehicle—however innocently—of any 
misrepresentation in reference to a minister of Mr. FRIEDEBERG’S 
deserved standing in the community. 

SUMMER. TIME.” | 

THE first man to introduce daylight saving in war-time was Joshua, 
the son of Nun. There is no doubt about that, and perhaps it is appro- 
priate that the imitation of this pioneer Jew, at this distance of time, should 
be in the hands of another member of the same race (Mr. HERBERT 
SAMUEL) so far as Great Britain is concerned. Unfortunately, Joshua 
did not hand down any directions for dealing with the intricate Jewish 
difficulties arising from the temporal revolution, and although the community 
might go to the Home SECRETARY with the plea ]7'2 ‘Nw (“my times are in 
thy hands”) they are not entitled to look to him for any solution of the diffi- 
culties with which they are beset. Some of these difficulties, to be sure, are 
trifling and negligible, though some Jews may take the law ‘into 
their own hands and break it—we mean the Sabbath law and not the 
‘Daylight Saving Act. It is when we come to the more material points, 
such as Sabbath night trading, that some difficulty presents itself. Even in 
fixing the time for the coming in of the Sabbath some perplexity arises, for 
a Minhag has existed for 150 years that the Sabbath should not begin later 


than seven o'clock, and to fix the beginning of Sabbath at a later 


hour means a considerable curtailment of that sacred Jewish institu- 
tion, the Sabbath Eve, and almost, indeed, makes an_ end 
of it in the summer. On the other hand, on Saturday night the 
fixing of the time of the termination of the Sabbath at as late as say 10.20 
would practically mean the end of Saturday night trade, while to fix it an 


hour earlier would lead to the opening of shops before “the appearance of - 


the stars.” This does undoubtedly open out a point of some delicacy, but 
the trouble might be mitigated, we imagine, if Jewish shop-keepers 
could manage to fix Saturday as their weekly half-holiday—acd if 
there is any obstacle to this the help of the Govenes ent 
might justly be invoked. Our coreligionists in Holland have taken the bold 
and simple course of just following the clock under the new dispensation 
but we assume that our community will desire to settle its own problem fo, 
itself and in its own way. The Jews of Germany, where the daylight 
saving principle has also been adopted, must for themselves have solved the 
question, though we do not, at the moment, know how. The whole sry 

is, of course, not likely to conduce to the stricter observance Ok (he 
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Sabbath, but, in its small way, itis an interesting, if curious, revelation of 


the perplexities of Jewry in the Diaspora.

OVERLAPPING INSTITUTIONS. 
THE Sabbath Meals Society did not, we observe, pass without criticism | 


at the annual meeting which too!: place a few days ago. The Society, we 
find from the “ Jewish Year Book,” was founded some forty-seven years 
ago. In the year 1913 it received an income of £160, and distributed 
4,000 meals to 960 people at a cost of £134. It also appears that it enjoys 
the advantage of a Committee, anda paid secretary, though ‘apparently it 
has been somewhat becalmed since the passing of the Aliens Act diminished 


the number of “strangers” in need of meals. Now, this Society is quite | 


evidently a very small affair, but it illustrates a big principle. Is-it right to 


perpetuate these little organisations with their little machinery when the | 


work could be done just as efficiently by the large institutions ? — Why, for 

instance, could not the operations of the Sabbath Meals Society be carried 

out by, say, the Jewish Soup Kitchen ? Why spend money on a separate: 
undertaking? Why bolster up the vicious principle of duplication and 

overlapping ? Why weary contributors and prejudice the cause of charity 
by two appeals which could as easily be compressed into one? It 

is not as though the instance to which we refer stood alone. There are other 

more glating cases which invite criticism—the Bread, Meat, and Coat 

Charity, with its large invested funds, that ought to be set free for urgent 

communal needs, and whose work is well covered by the Board 
of Guardians—is one of them. Such: anomalous institutions are a 

standing reflection on the good sense of the community, as well as a 

discouragement to its well-wishers, This subject is not anewone. But 

the circumstances make it.a very topical and urgent one. At a time like 

this, when charitable appeals multiply around us, and institutions Ike the 

Norwood Asylum cannot obtain the funds they need, it is surely tempting 

Providence to go on with societies which we do not need. One day the war 

will end, and the inevitable aftermath of distress will come. Will it 

encourage the charitable to know that in a number of cases two or more 

societies in our midst are doing the work which could much better be done 

by one? Thetruthis that the present situation has come down froma 

time when every little body of men was a law unto itself, and societies 

sprang up without plan or system. In the days that are past all thay 

was, perhaps, tolerable. But for our present and more trying circumstances 

we need quite a different method, as well as organisations in which more 

confidence may be reposed ; and such reforms will have to be carried sut if 

the resources of the community are to be conserved and intelligent prepara- 
tion made for the difficult days ahead. .

IN THE NEWS. 

Ir is to be hoped that some means will be found for averting the 
threatened closing of the Sunday Religion Classes at the Jews’ Free 
School. The danger is entirely a matter of money, and it is hard to believe 
that all the associations that cling around the Free School, and all the 
circumstances which make religious training more than ever imperative in 
these days, cannot avail to raise the small sum of £700, which is all that is:

“BY MENTOR. 
The Liverpool Scandal. 


HEN about six weeks ago! dealt in this column with the question, 
W as it then was, of the Liverpool Old Hebrew Congregation and 
the Rev. John Harris, I ended by saying :— 


Either there must arise somewhere a congregation possessed of a 


soul able to appreciate independence of thought, action, and speech in a 


Jewish minister and which will place its “pastorship” at the refusal of Mr- | 


Harris, or he must remain cut off from the power of receiving his daily 
sustenance as price of the hire of his work as minister. At the worst, if it 
comes to the worst, no Jewish Board of Guardians would reject such a case 
as his. In his being compelled to the bread of charity the disgrace would 

- not be his; it would be that of the Anglo-Jewish community, indelible and 
irretrievable. 


HESE words, it is said, gave much offence in certain quarters, where 

_ they shocked those who read them from the mental lethargy. into 
which too many of us are apt to fall when considering public questions. “The 
idea of suggesting such a thing!” wrote an able and experienced communal 
worker, “’ who ever heard of a body of Jews so behaving to ore of its 
ciicials as to leave him to starve or beg?’’ And when Mr. Harris was 
reinstated the same gentleman wrote to me, the air of “I told you so” 
pervading what he said, and I was asked to think whether, just for the 
pirposes of effect, for what my correspondent called newspaper 
osationalism, I had not placed the position of Mr. Harris in a light of 
c.{ravagant exaggeration. Well, I thought six weeks ago that, cruel and for- 
bidding as was the outlook as I saw it, my view was arrived at only by looking 


tthe state of affairs exactly as they were. It is true that the possibility of a | 


t)ird alternative as a dénouement of this minister’s career was suggested, 
and that was that he might be reinstated in his position. Frankly, how- 
ever, it did not attract me as a probability in view of the behaviour of 
which the governing body of the Liverpool Synagogue had been guilty. It 
did not seem to me probable that Mr. Harris would be reinstated in such a 
spirit as alone could make that reinstatement permanent by obliterating 
the sense of wrong which even a pacificist non-resisting “objector” might 
be supposed to entertain when treated.as Mr. Harris had been. That was 
ove side of the picture. But the other was for me more decisive. 
lt did not appear to me likely that the leopard would change his 
spots or the Ethiopian his skin; and I did not believe that the governing 
tody would suddenly become reasonable beings because a sense of'the error 
co! their way had been forced upon them by the glaring nature of the wrong 
‘hey had committed. If they felt themselves compelled to reinstate their 
i thister, because of what they themselves had done, it would be with bad 


s/ace against their grain. Well, Mr. Harris was reinstated and to-day he | 


not minister. He stands precisely where he did when I last wrote about 
the matter; and so do stand the words, which I have ventured to quote, 


precisely as they were then set down. The reinstatement alternative was "| 


clearly unreliable as a broken reed. 


| NTO further details of this wretched controversy there is no point now 
in entering. The Harris matter is for the Liverpool Congregation a 
cose jugée, and with its entrance into that state there has automatically 


arisen everywhere, where the facts of the case are known, a judgment upon 


the congregation of which some miserable third-rate Chevrah would be 
ashamed. But by their very shame they would prove themselves possessed of 
a virtue denied to the Liverpool ‘‘ Premier’ Synagogue, who are actually 
proud of their exploit. These rejoice in the spirit of the Cohens which has 
not marched out of the Congregation but holds it in relentless grip. “See the 
g\ves upon my wrists,” exclaimed a slave to an ancient philosopher, they 
hurt and gall.” “ Your hurt is the sign of freedom not of slavery,” answered 
the philosopher, “the true slave knows not he is slave and recks not of 
his chains!’’? The “ Premier’ Congregation recks not of the spirit of the 
Cohens! But there is just one point that it is desirable to put to 
this congregation. In the New Testament an_ incident is recorded 
of great and thrilling beauty. A woman had sinned the’ sin which 
by law was punishable by stoning. When the great founder of 
Christianity was confronted with the case, _and reminded of the 
penalty the woman had incurred, it is said that his reply was : He that 
is without sin among you, let him first cast a stone”; that ~ they which 


heard it being convicted by their own conscience went out one by one,” 


and that the erring woman was left with no accusers. 


M® HARRIS has. been guilty of no sin. The views he held and 
desired to express and to forward were not views condemned by 
either Jewish law or the law of the land. His views are not the views of 


the vast and overwhelming majority of his community, and so far as the — 


present writer is concerned he has not hesitated to say that he deems them 
untenable and even nonsensical. But to hold views that are deemed un- 
tenable and even nonsensical by most other people is not a sin; at 
woist it isan inconvenience. Yet for holding those views Mr. Harris has been 
condemned and punished—horribly, remorselessly, cruelly punished. 
Why? Admittedly because it was feared, in a passion of panic 
that exorcised reason, that his views might be misrepresented as meaning 
those of the Congregation and that the Congregation that retained him 
as Minister might be thought through a misinterpretation of his views 
to be unpatriotic, disloyal, negligent of the interests of the State at atime of 
Supreme’ national erisis or even disposed to assist, if not positively then 
negatively, the country’s enemy. That is the plea; and I would ask those 
who have sat in judgment upon this minister and condemned him, those 
who have arraigned him and pronounced upon him punishment condign, 
those who have cast stones at him—are you, everyone of you, without sin ? 
Place your hands upon your hearts and examine your own consciences, and 
ell me, are you without sin—or sinner? Is there none among you who, by 
reasoning far less exiguous than that you have applied to this minister, 
ave done aught that could be deemed “ unpatriotic or disloyal ? If this 
had been the test of your right to condemn this minister, who of you

one with another to condemn this man, but you threw him out help. 
less, penniless, to starve—he and those dependent upon him— for 
aught you care, to rot, after giving you twenty-one years’ servic - 


agree, views which are in no sense condemnable by the laws of 
Judaism or the laws of England, but which might possibly prove 
inconvenient to you. And you glory, forsooth, in the insane stupidity 
that you have been guilty of! Can there be any question that it 
Is you who have sinned, and sinned grievously, by any fit standard 


| by which you may be measured—by that of Judaism, by that of all

man to man? 


ig may seem to some one of those exquisite anomalies that crop up 

_ from time to time, that finds me championing a Jewish conscientious 
objector, having regard to the opinions upon the point to which I have not 
hesitated to give full and free expression. It ought not to be, but it is 


- necessary to explain that the alleged anomaly is in fact no anomaly at. all. 


It is not the views of Mr. Harris that I champion, for I utterly. dissent 
from them, and equally it is not Mr. Harris that is championed, for to the 


| present writer he is a mere.name. What is championed is the principle 
_ which through him has been attacked, the principle of freedom of thought — 


_ and liberty of opinion. In that principle everyone of us is vitally 


interested ; its maintenance is the single safeguard of the individual 
conscience of every soul in our midst. In stressful times. such 
as these, just because they are stressful, every man with an atom 
of spirit worthy the name must be jealous of any and every inroad that 
is attempted upon the sacred principle. It necessarily follows that we Jews 
should in this matter be doubly jealous, not: alone because our 
métier in the world’s economy-is that especially of guardians of that 
principle, but because it isour one sheet anchor midst the storms and cross- 


| Currents we are for ever encountering. And, for no section of our people 


_ is it so necessary to safeguard it as for those who are in the position which

references in any circumstances for use at the tribunals. Again, the 
applicant was not treated by the minister with discourtesy. On the 
contrary, Mr.:Friedeberg wrote fully explaining why he deemed him- 
self unable to give the reference asked for. In the light of the 
minister's explanation by which we are now guided, it is quite clear, 
and it gives me no small pleasure to say so, the observations made 
in this column last week upon the incident were groundless, and the con- 
clusions arrived at entirely without justification. I have no hesitation, 
now I have read his letter, in expressing regret to Mr. Friede- 
berg at the words I employed; but perhaps it is unnecessary, because it will 
be obvious to him that all I have said in the Harris matter would be 
nullified if I allowed myself to attack a minister or his doings without 
reason. But let me confess that I was misled not alone by the letter as it 
appeared in the Jewish World. 1 was misled, too, by the action taken by 
the Liverpool authorities in the case of Mr. Harris. In view of Mr, 
Friedeberg’s letter, the episode will be recollected only as another instance 
of how a story can be good—or bad—till another is told. As far as I can 
see, from what he says, although Mr. Friedeberg does not explain why he 
thought “a statement for production at the Tribunal" was not “ in place,”’ 
and since he held that view, his part in the matter was beyond cavil. 


ERE, however, is just one instance where the course pursued by the 
Liverpool Congregation in Mr. Harris’s matter had a bad effect. It 

is to be feared that it will not be the only one. It is to be feared that it 
will induce an estimate among our people of what the vocation of minister 


means that must seriously prejudice at many points the future of the profes- 


sion in this country. Mr. Harris has done his best to modify the evil that is 
likely to proceed from the wrong done by the Liverpool authorities. As I 
wrote of them six weeks ago :— 

Thank Heaven we have been saved from the full effects of their 
unreasoned and umreasoning action. Thank Heaven their blow has been 
parried. It has been parried and we have been saved—by their victim. I 
has been parried and we have been saved by the Rev. John Harris accepting 
material punishment rather than spiritual humiliation. He has lost his 
situation, but he has saved his soul, and with it the honour and the dignity 
of the Jewish Ministry and the precious rights of conscience of which we 
Jews are the living witness and which are the charter of our very existence 
as a people. 


HAT is the verdict which History will give of this wretched Liverpoo 
blunder. It will brush aside all detail as to dismissal, reinstatement 
resignation, all the verbal niceties of what Mr. Harris said on any given 
occasion and the interpretation placed upon -his words. - It will take no 
note of surrounding circumstances or of the selfish fear or wild malice 
or petty spite they engendered. It will see only that by Mr. Harris allowing 
himself to be sacrificed rather than yield when the question of freedom of 
conscience and liberty of thought was at stake “‘we have been saved 
from the full eftects of unreasoned and unreasoning action” on the part of 
the Liverpool Committee. It will “thank Heaven their blow” at Jewish 
freedom of conscience and liberty of thought, through Mr. Harris, has at 

least been parried.”

OBITUARY. 


DEATH OF M. DAVID FEINBERG. 
[FROM OUR CORKESPONDENT.] 
PETROGRAD. 
The death from heart failure occurred at Petrograd on the 24th April of the 
well-known Jewish communal worker, M. David Feinberg, The deceased was 
born at Kovno in 1840. Having settled in 1863 at Petrograd he at once took in 
hand the organisation of the local community. It was largely due to him that a 
magnificent “choral synagogue” was erected and that a communal organisation 
was established in 1870. He also assisted in the erection of a Jewish Orphans’ 
Home. In 1591 M. Feinberg devoted himself to the Argentine scheme of Baron 
de Hirsch. Together with Mr. Arnold White (the Baron's representative) he 
visited the Pale centres with the object of studying the needs of the proposed 
settlers in the Argentine Republic. M. Feinberg then accepted the post of Chief 
Secretary of the Kussian Central Committee of the Jewish Colonisation Associa- 
tion in Russia. His educational and philanthropic activity in Russia 
and his work in connection with the Argentine scheme gained for 
him popularity not only in Russia but also abroad. In recognition 
of his work one of tke Argentine Colonies was named Feinberg. 
He was a member of many important Jewish organisations in Russia. In 1905, 
he was very active in the distribution of relief to the sufferers from the pogroms. 
Immediately after his death, a committee of representatives of all charitable 
organisations to which he belonged was formed with the object of establishing a 


fund to commemorate his name. Six thousand roubles were collected for the 
purpose at the first meeting. | 


Before proceeding with his lecture on hig journey to Russia: at the Jews’ 
College Union Society last Sunday, Mr. Elkan Adler said he wished to express his 
keen regret at the loss Russian Jewry had suffered through the death of M. Feinberg. 
The deceased had been engaged for very many years as administrator of the Russian 
branch of the “Ica,” and had rendered invaluable services on behalf of their 
coreligionists. The Chairman (M. Sokolow), in associating himself with the 


expression of regret, said that he was profoundly touched by the surprising news 


he had just heard. M. Feinberg was a life-long friend of his, and, as Mr 
Adler pointed out, had rendered great services to the Jewish cause, first as the 
Secretary of the late Baron de Hirsch, and subsequently as the Director of the 
“Ica” in Russia. He was particularly active in the war relief work, and his death 
at this juncture was an irreparable loss to international Jewry.

The famous defender of Leilis, .\ ivocate 
Grusenberg, was refused admission to Yalta. At Kieff an appeal had to be made 
on behalf of an old Jewish sergeant, a veteran of the Russo-Turkish War (! 477), 
who is the holder of a decoration, to permit him to remainthere. A second 
petition had to be prepared on behalf of the Jewish workmen engaged in works 


_necessary for the defence, whose expulsion had been ordered from Demuevka 


{a suburb of Kieff). At Moscow Deputy Freedman had to appeal on behalf of 
a Jewish Chevalier of the Order of St. George, M. Sekular, who was twice 
wounded ‘at the front and was not allowed to remain inthat city. On the other 
hand, on the representation of Deputy Freedman, the Jewish members of the 
Bielostock Committee of Commerce were permitted to stay at Moscow.

. A number of prominent Jews in Switzerland have formed a committee to 
which they have given the name of “ Pro Causa Judaica.” They propose to take 
action in this country and in other neutral States in the intérests of Jews directly 
affected by the war on lines parallel to those on which Jews in the United states 
are working. The committee has issued an appeal to politicians and inte!lectuals 
in Switzerland and has received promises of support from members of the two 
Representative Houses. The committee will press for an opportunity to be given 
to Jews at the coming peace negotiations to claim the grant of full rights for those 
who do not now enjoy them. |

Mr. Bowman holds several other civil positions in the town, 
ainong which is that of Chairman of the Chamber of Commerce, a position to 
wiich he has been unanimously re-elected since hisoriginalelection five years ago. 


PROPOSED UNION OF WARSAW CONGREGATIONS. 


A conference of Wardens of all the congregations in Warsaw was held 
recently and was attended by about one hundred and seventy representatives. 


.e object of the conference was to consider the possibility of uniting the manage-" 


- ment of the several synagogues into one organisation... Owing, however, to the 
\‘rong opposition of a section of the Chagsidim the proposal fell through. 


THE JEWISH COMMUNITY AT GORIZIA. 


The town of Gorizia, which has suffered severely through being bombarded by 
the Italian troops, has a Jewish community with a very long record. Jews resided 
there more than a thousand years ago, and for a great period in their history they 
were confined to a ghetto in the district now covered by the Via Ascoli.- One of 
the most famous of modern Italian scholars, the late Professor Graziadio Ascoli, 
was a Jewewho originally camefrom Gorizia, and the present Chief Rabb: of 
Alexandria, Professor Della Pergola,.was at one time Rabbi in the first-named 
town, 
aud possesses fifty Scrolls of the Law. 


RESTORATION. WORK IN WARSAW. 


Under the designation of Binyan Haneharasoth (Rebuilding of the Devastated) 
a society has bsen formed in Warsaw with the following objects: Rebuilding of 
synagogues, yeshivoth, schools, ritual baths, hospitals, and residences of Rabbis 
and other synagogal officials ; the support of philanthropic~institutions which are 
working beneficially during the war among Orthodox Jews; subventions to 
Rabbis, Chazanim, Shochetim, and Mohelim. Only Orthodox persons are 
for membership. 


VIENNA COMMUNITY'S FINANCES. 


A general meeting of the Jewish community of Vienna was held last month. 
The accounts for 1915 which were presented showed that the income had been 
5, 47,885 kronen, and the expenditure 3,790,913 kronen. There had been a con- 
Silerable increase in the number of burials, the figures being 3,392 as against 
501 in 1913. This increase was attributable to the war. 
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‘The Jewish Problem in Russia. 
DISCUSSION. AT JEWS’.COLLEGE UNION, SOCIETY. 


Mr. Elkan N. Adler, who recently returned from his journey to Russia in 


connection with Jewish relief work, lectured last. Sunday at the . Jews’ 
College Union Society on some experiences of his journey. M. N. SoKoLow, 
the Chairman, said that there was no need for him to introduce the lecturer who 
was quite at home there while he himself was a stranger, a mere guest. It was 
quite natural that Englishmen should now be interested in Russian problems. 
Russia being now an ally of England. It was natural, too, that English Jews 
should pay more attention to the Jewish problem in Russia. That problem was 
very complicated-and was beset with many difficulties. It was not merely a 
question of Jewish rights about which they heard so much, but of the Jewish life 
generally. To understand the many-sidedness of the Jewish question in Russia 
it was necessary to have first-hand information and a great:deal of careful study. 
It was, however, interesting to hear how the Jewish problem in Russia: struck. an 


outsider, a casual visitor who sometimes was able to observe certain features — 


invisible to the native. : 

References made to the death of M. D. Feinberg, of Petrograd, are reported 
in our obituary notice. | 

Mr. ADLER said that he found it rather embarrassing to speak on the Jewish 
problem in Russiain the presence of such a powerful authority on the-subject as the 
Chairman. He recalled his meeting with M. Sokolow in 1905 at Petrograd, when he 
was surprised to see princes and distinguished politicians calling upon M. Sokolow 
at the hotel in which they were both staying. To him it then seemed that their 
Chairman was one of the makers of the Russian Cabinet. It was M. Sokolow 
who introduced him to the then Russian Premier, Count de Witte, who 
promised them to do something for the Jews. Mr. Adler then read extracts from 
his notes, which dealt essentially with his experiences:im the course of his journey 
to Russia rather than with the actual Jewish problem in that country.- He 
incidentally mentioned the recrudescence of Jewish feeling not only in Russia but 
also among the Jews in France. He was optimistic about the future of the Jews 
in Russia. The fact that the Pale had been abolished was a good sign. He had 
been attacked in the JEWISH CHRONICLE by Mr. Grad for expressing gratitude to 
the Russian Government, owing to its having given support to the Jewish 
refugees. He was not’sure that he did express such gratitude at the Queen's Hall. 
But if he did so he did not regret it. It 
for every concession made in expectation of getting more. It was no good making 
a noise, but they had to be polite and diplomatic. 

A debate followed. Mr. B. GRAD pointed out that some of the facts indicated 
by Mr. Adler were incorrect. It was absurd to say that the Pale had been 
abolished. The circular of the Imperial Council had not been ratified by an 
Imperial Ukase. Nobody suggested any other than polite action, but it was very 
serious wnen a man like Mr. Adler, who.spoke as a representative of the Conjoint 


Committee, expressed gratitude to the Russian Government in the presence of the | 


Lord Mayor for granting a few kopecks to individual Jews. He did not believe 
that Jews could be represented by men who had the “ear of the Foreign Office,” 
but by men who possessed the facts and had real arid intimate knowledge cf 
the subject. | 


Mr. PILICHOWSKY said they were all grateful to Mr. Adler for his kind 
intentions and for his selfless services on behalf of Jewry. But they hada right 


to expect that, before committing themselves to any attitude, the leaders of Anglo-. 


Jewry should consult more informed opinions, men who were more capable of 
judging the situation and how best to deal with it. 

M. SOKOLOw said that Mr. Adler's lecture was more like the records of a 
North Pole Explorer. Some might think that the subject was too “ divine for 
comedy,” but he rather liked the personal chatty note. It gave them an intimate 
idea of the man and the mission. It was in that easy way that Mr. Adler had 
achieved a great deal of good work. As to the lecturer's expression of gratitude 
at the Queen's Hall to the Russian Government he (M. Sokolow) was compelled 
to say that he personally rather regretted it since the only weapon Jews possessed 
was courage and protest. The Jews in Russia realised this. They were 
fighting for their rights - with courage, and it was the duty of their 
brethren abroad who’ wanted to assist them not to frustrate their methods. 
He was not concerned with the various Committees, all that mattered was that 


they should have adequate knowledge and proper judgment in dealing with the 


Jewish question in Russia, Mr. Adler had said that he was an optimist. They 
were all optimists, that was to say that theyall believed in the Jewish future, they 
had complete faith that, despite all, the Jews would come out of the crisis stronger 
than ever, but that optimism was based on the strength of the Jewish people 
themselves, not on the promises or blind hopes of certain favours. 

Mr. ADLER, in reply, strongly resented some of the criticisms to which his 
remarks had been subjected, spoke of the important work achieved by the Con- 
joint Committee, which was greatly appreciated by some Jews in Russia, and 
reasserted his belief that the situation of their coreligionists in that country, bad 
as it still is, was vastly improving. |

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH PROFESSOR CONSTANTINE ARABAJIN 


N a tragic day in the early eighties of last century a young Russian 
journalist witnessed a pogrom at Kieff. He was so much 
impressed with the tragic horror of the events he beheld that he 
made up his mind to fight against a system which made such 

massacres possible. This journalist, Constantine Arabajin by name, is now 
Professor of Russian Literature at the Imperial University of Helsingfors, 
Finland. He has remained true to his vow, 
and on many occasions has placed the Jewish 
people in Russia under a debt of gratitude 
for his public-spirited and strenuous advocacy 
of their cause. It was he who at the time of 
the Beilis affair formed the Russian Com- 
mittee of protest, rallying to his side 
Miliukoff, Korolenko, Tchirikoff, and Grusen- 
berg who acted as one of the Counsel for 
the defence. More recently, when the 
calumny was spread throughout Russia that 
the Jews had engaged in wholesale espionage 
in the interests of the German Government, 
Prof. Arabajin went about the country 
lecturing on the Jewish question and doing 


libel. Heis now ona visit to England and 
very kindly granted an interview to a repre- 
sentative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, giving 
an encouraging account‘of tle progress of liberal forces in Russia. 


: RUSSIAN ANTI-SEMITISM. 

Tue Professor conveniently opened the conversation by suggesting 
that our representative would like his views concerming the anti-Semitic 
movement in Russia. | 


Prof. Constantine Arabayjin. 


‘].am quite sure,” he said, “that the Russian people are not arti- 
Semitic. This is my firm conviction based upon considerable experience 
and wide knowledge of the actual conditions prevailing in the I:mpire. 
Russian anti-Semitism is a purely bureaucratic phenomenon, and Germany 
has a very large hand in the Russian bureaucratic system. Someone has cal- 
culated that the proportion of pure Russians to those of German originin the 
bureaucracy Is as seven to ten. There is a story told of the famous Russian 
General Yermoloff, who was asked by the Emperor how he should be 
rewarded for his services. “Make me a German,’ was the reply. The 
General meant to convey that the highest offices of State seemed to .be 
reseryed for Germans. The Russian peasantry is very tolerant and is not 
ill-disposed towards the Jews. Indeed, a Russian peasant would sooner seek 
the advice of a Jew than of a Russian noble. When I was in Kieff some 
time ago, my coachman pointed out to me a large Jewish shop and related 
the following incident :—When the last pogrom was threatening in Kieff, 
the proprietor of this shop visited the market place and told the peasants 
that all his success was due to their patronage, and he felt Sure that they 
had no sympathy with the hooligans who were threatening to pillage 
his property. To show his confidence in the peasants, he invited them totake 
charge of all the contents of his shop for which he took no receipt. After 
the trouble had blown over all his stock was returned to him intact. When 
I repeated this story in one of my lectures a member of the audience told 
me that I had made a mistake in regard to the town in which the incident 
took place. I assured him that I had not done so, and he told me that an 
exactly similar incident had occurred in Minsk, thus showing that the 
occurrence was not unique. Between the Jews and the Russians there is 


no antagonism. On the contrary, it is generally recognised that the Jews 
are necessary for the country.” | 


PROGRESS OF LIBERALISM. 

Is Liberalism making progress in Russia ? our representative asked.. 

The best proof I can give you of the march of liberal ideas in Russia 
is the extraordinary growth in the circulation of Liberal newspapers: The 
Russkoe Slovo, for instance, has increased the number of its subscribers 
from 300,000 to 700,000, and itis unable to accept any more owing to the 
lack of paper. Many other examples might be given. ‘The public are 
beginning to take the keenest interest in political questions, and the pro- 
ceedings in the Duma are followed with rapt attention. The people are 
being educated ; the only enemy to the march of Liberal ideas in Russia is 


ignorance. I am quite convinced that the next decade will see very 
wonderful changes in our country.” : 


THE SPYING CALUMNY. 


The Professor admitted that the early days of the war had witnessed 
some unpleasant manifestations against the Jews. 


“ The charge of wholesale spying which was brought against the Jews 
in the early days of the war was initiated by the Polish National Democra- 
tic Party and rapidly gained credence throughout Russia. The Russian 
people were unable to account for the defeats which the Russian arms 
sustained in East Prussia and readily seized upon this charge against the 
Jews as an explanation. I do not hesitate to characterise it as a gross 
calumny, and there are very few to-day in Russia who now believe in it. 
Russians discovered to their shame that the treachery was much nearer 
home, and the execution of Colonel Miasoiedoff, of the Ministry of War, 
showed them where the real fault had been,” 

Prof. Arabajin modestly indicated the great part which he had played in 


helping to dispel the libel. He gave over fifty lectures on the subject, ten 
of them being in Petrograd. - | }

THE ENTENTE WITH ENGLAND. 

Professor Arabajin is an enthusiastic advocate of the Entenie with 
England. 

“Nothing but good,”. he said, “can come from a close assoviation 
between Russia and England. The influence which an Entente with 
England, the home of constitutionalism and civil and religious liberty, is 
Economically an under: 
standing with England is of great importance. The employment of German 
capital has meant a grave political danger for Russia, of which it is reaping 
the fruits in the present war. There is no such danger to be appre!iended 
from English capital. It is a curious fact that Jewish merchants in lussia 
have rather favoured trade with Germany, chiefly because of the extended. 
credit which German merchants have been willing to grant. It is important 
that English merchants should appreciate Russian needs, and should over 
come the conservatisin which has hitherto dogged their footsteps in |< ssia, 
I may claim myself asa very old friend of England. At the time of the 
Boer War, when almost the entire Russian Press was on the side-of the 
Boers, I espoused the cause of England in the Courrier du Nord, with 


whisirI was then connected. I knew that liberty follows the British flag, 
and my faith has been abundantly justified by the grant of self-government 
in South Africa. I know that English Jews have not looked with much 


favour in the past upon the Entente with Russia, but I should like ' 


i to 
realise what great importance is attached to this Alliance by libéra! { orces 
in Russia. I seein it a pledge of the triumph of liberal ideas in my country 
which are already on the march. There is one word more I should i.e to 
say in regard to the Jewish question, and that is on the subject of © Jewis! 
Nationalism. I quite recognise that the Jews, with their ancient culture, 
are quite capable of developing along national lines, but to me,as a Ku-sian, 
it is quite immaterial whether the Jews are Nationalists or become 4 
lated. The only sort of Jew that I can neither understand nor recogii:¢ Is 


the cosmopolitan Jew.”’ 


In taking his farewell of our representative, Professor Arabajin

‘The Spanish Period of Jewish History. 


MR. ELKAN ADLER ON THE MARRANOS. 


The ninth of the course of the University Extension Lectures on the Spanish 
Period: of Jewish History was delivered on Tuesday by Mr. Elkan Adler, who 
spoke on the Marranos. Mr. Lucien Wolf presided. Mr. Adler said that the 
Marranos were not an exclusively Spanish phenomenon, any more than the 
Inquisition, It was the establishment of the Inquisition in 1480 in Castile, and 
its establishment in Portugal in 1536, which immensely increased the number ot 
Marranos. The Spanish Inquisition was the direct result of the re-conquest of 
Spain. Spain was to become purged of everything that was not Christian and so 
Ferdinand and Isabella issued their famous decrees for the Inquisition. Spain 
was to be purged of its Jews whether professing or not. Those who were osten- 
sibly Jews were caught by the decree for their expulsion, and those who outwardly | 
conformed Christianity, the new Christians or Marranos, were caugnt in the net 
of the Inquisition. The heavy cost of the king's conquests was met both by the 
direct confiscation of the Jews’ property which they were forced to leave behind, 
and by the king's “third” of all property confiscated by the Inquisition, [he 
Marranos in Spain and Portugal kept as. much of the Jewish ceremonial 
law as they could, and it was related that the Inquisitor of Seville took a 
certain Duke up to a tower on a Saturday and, pointing to the smokeless 
chimneys, told him “These are the houses of the Marranos who do not cook 
upon their Sabbath.” Another Marrano was said to have eaten unleavened 
bread all the year round in order that when Passover came he might .be 
able to observe it. le explained that leavened bread did not agree wit!) bis 
stomach! Unlike the emigration en masse of the exiles of 1492, the Marrs, 
though they sought to escape from Spain and Portugal, could never get away i2 
large numbers, but in the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries they kept percolat- 
ing into Europe and Africa. Curiously enough, the direction of their escape was 
largely from Portugal into Spain, because those countries, even after 1550, were 
under separate Inquisitorial administration. The Inquisition of Spain was jealous 
of that of Portugal, and vice versa, and soit was almost a merit to have escaped 
from the clutches of the rival Supreme Council. Several Marranos found theif 
way to England, the most famous being (Jueen Elizabeth's physician, Dr. Lopez. 
It was not generally known that a Spanish Jew arranged the first Anglo-Turkish 
alliance in 1587. Mr, Adler referred to some extraordinary documents (some 0 
which he had himself discovered) relating to the Marranos of Spain and Portugal 
under Phillip 1V., between the years 1621 and 1633. He dealt also with the part 
played by the Marranos in the resettlement in England and the important part 
which they played in the commerce of the seventeenth century, a role which the 
Chairman had fully described in his writings. Many literary monuments were also 
attributable to the Marranos. In conclusion, Mr. Adler said that though he was 
not of those who countenanced bowing in the temple of Rimmon, and though he 
could not rid himself of a native prejudice against these Marranos, it could 10! 
be denied that a body of men which produced a Uriel Acosta and a Spinoza, 4 
Manasseh ben Israel and a Disraeli, had shed lustre upon the Spain that cast 
them forth. Spain's loss was England's gain, and England owed to them 11 4 
large measure the success of its Indian and colonial dominions.

Sir,—-I bave desired to continue to abstain from entering into any public 
correspondence with regard to the matters that have been at issue between myself 
and the Liverpool Old Hebrew Congregation. 

But some of the speakers at the recent meeting of the Free Members, as 
reported in your last issue, have so misrepresented my views and my actions that 
it is necessary for me to break a resolution to which I have adhered during many 
weeks of stress. 3 

The Senior Warden, Mr. A. M. Jackson, still ignores the important part of 
my letter of the 3rd of March, written to the Sub-Committee before my dismissal, 
in which'I repudiated in the strongest terms the extraordinary view as to Jewish 


doctrine formulated by the Sub-Committee. Perhaps you will permit me. to 
quote the passage in full. I said:—_ 


You attribute to me the doctrine that “ Jewish teachings are opposed to the 
principle of taking up arms in defence or support of England in the present 
crisis.” I have given expression to no such doctrine. I deeply respect those 
whose conscience bids them take up arms from whatever source they may have 
derived that principle. But I claim for those whose conscience forbids their 
doing so the same respect from whatever source they may have derived that 
principle. It is because that respect has been denied to the Jewish Conscientious 
Objector that I have been moved to enter into this controversy. In the opinion 
of the Conscientious Objector, Jewish or otherwise, and in my own opinion, all 
war is wrong. . My reading of my religion does not prevent me from holding that 
view. Itstrengthens me therein. 

I should not suggest for a moment that it is the view of the majority of 
English Jews, None the less, as a Jewish minister, I claim my right of perfect 
freedom to hold and to express my conscientious convictions, and to assist those 
who hold similar convictions. 

I went to the length of underlining the sentence “I have given expression 
to no such doctrine” in my original letter in order to emphasise it the more clearly. 

Mr. Jackson, in his speech, ignores this repudiation. How could I possibly 
promulgate, either publicly or privately, a doctrine of which I had never even heard 
till it was formulated by the Sub-Committee and which I at once repudiated ? 

On my reinstatement I pointed out to the Sub-Committee that I had already 
repudiated this doctrine previous to my dismissal. They then desired me to 


It follows that the addendum recorded by the Sub-Committee was

as untrue as it was unfair. : | 

I am sorry to have to dwell upon this point at length in the public Press, 
but I feel that, in the interests of truth and justice, I am compelled to do so. 

The imputation of ore or two speakers that I had broken the “spirit” of my 
assurances by attending a private unsectarian pacifist meeting is fortunately (as 


the JEWISH CHRONICLE pointed out last week) too absurd to receive serious | 


consideration. Had it been less absurd, the challenge to my honour contained in 
that imputation would most assuredly not have gone unanswered by me. Itisa 
_ significant fact, that the Executive had not the strength of mind to chalienge me 
directly on the subject of this pacifist meeting. 

I do not think your readers will have much difficulty in appreciating the 
reasons that wou'd prompt any man of honour arid decency voluntarily to resign 
his post in such circumstances as those in which I found myself, and which 
induced me to resign my Office. 


And now, Sir, will you allow me to approach a more pleasant aspect of this 
affair, and to take this opportunity of publicly expressing my heartfelt gratitude to 
the very many friends, known and unknown, who have written to mein such 
encouraging terms during these weeks of worry and have;strengthened my hands 
and those of one, nearest and dearest to me, who has borne the strain of these 
anxieties so nobly and so courageously. | 

_ The part played by the Jewish Press in the cause of liberty “of thought and 
conscience has, I know, deeply impressed the whole community and raised the 
standard of thought among us toa higher plane, from which we can the more 
fairly estimate the great problems awaiting solution in the near future. | 

For my part Iam an avowed pacificist. I believe intensely in the paramount 
duty of returning good for evil, and in the final and certain victory of love and 
love alone over hatred and prejudice. es 

Liberty of thought and conscience, the freedom of the Jewish Ministry, and 
the cause of Peace, seem to me to be aims not unworthy any sacrifice they may 
entail, even to the enduring of “the wounds with which I have been wounded in 
he house of my friends.” I bear no man any grudge. I earnestly desire the 
happiness and well-being of all. Truth is great and will prevail. A Minister 
must preach it as /ic sees it, or for ever hold his peace.

A Sermon for the Week.

MAN’S WORK ON EARTH 


“Man goeth forth to his work and to his labour until the evening,” 
Psalm civ., 24. 


This psalm is one of the most complete and impressive pictures of the 
Universe to be found in ancient literature, and it breathes the very spirit of 
the Hebrew race. It has been called the Psalm of the Cosmos. No 


careful reader will fail to see that it follows mainly the order and sequence 
of the story of the beginning of things with which our Bible opens—a story 
which, in its grouping of the creative action into progressive stages, dimly 
anticipates our modern idea of development. Yet the psalm is no 
mere copy of that. story. 
past and finished creation; the psalm is a picture of a continuous, 
ever-proceeding creation—a kind of prophecy of the Genesis of science. 
In the Psalm, as in Genesis, we see life moving on in the same 
ordered and stately way to the same goal; rising up in slow and 
steady grandeur to man, and in man reaching: its summit and crown. 
The going forth of man is the highest point in the vast ascending move- 
ment—the end or goal of life on its material side. Earth's countless 
creatures and things fiad in him their fulfilm®nt and meaning, and have 
helped to make him what he is.. The world is in him as much as he is in 
the world. He is an epitome of the whole creation, gathering up into 
himself all the kingdoms at his feet, holding the secret of all earthly life— 
but more. In our Psalm, until we reach the text, Deity is represented as 
working alone, causing the grass to grow and giving to the wild beasts their 
food; but man goeth forth—goeth forth a self-conscious, self-acting being, 
a distinct person, a sovereign soul, with power to shape the course of his 
own lite and activity. And this going forth of man is not only the summing 
up and end of creation, but the beginning of a new creation. With him 
a new energy comes into existence which does not forma part of the sum of 
physical forces. Marvellous as is the material universe, in man ts hidden a 
glory beyond that of all things visible. Because he thinks and wills and 
loves, he is kindred to the Infinite Mind and Will and Heart~kindred to 
God. Itis such a being who “ goeth forth to his work and to his labour 
until the evening.”’ 


WHAT WE ARE IN THE WORLD FOR. 

Why are we here in this world and what for? But a few short years 
ago we who move about in the world as if we had inhabited it for ever— 
where were we? Our being, so quick at this moment with life, so full of 
warm and eager desires and purposes, had no conscious existence. The 
world knew us not, and but for His will, whose word is life, we should never 
have been. But He breathed into us His quickening spirit, and out of the 
abyss of possibilities we came to be among the things which live and move. 
Why are we here and what for? Some of the old and familiar answers to 
the question are in many ways unsatisfactory; but the most satisfactory 
answers suggest questions far beyond the wisdom of the wisest. Why did 
the Creative Power send forth man into this world? What if he were not 
and never had been? Can his work and labour in his brief mortal day 
count for much or anything in the universal plan? The mystery is great, 
but it is plainly the purpose of the mystery to challenge our courage and to 
lead the human mind onward step by step to the conquest of the unknown. 
Of one thing we may be certain, that the whole purpose and order of the 
world must have some relation to our lives, and our lives some relation 


tothe whole purpose and order of the world. We are here—must it not be ? 


—as parts of this great creation, to fill our place in it as faithfully as we 
can, to contribute to the development of its purpose by bringing our 


The story of Genesis is the record af a 


individual life with all its peculiar endowments and opportunities, relations — 


and interests, into correspondence with that purpose; to-work in harmony 


with the power, the wisdom, the goodness which most manifestly pervade 


the world and are slowly building it up into strength and beauty. 
FELLOWeWORKERS WITH GOD. 


The idea that we are fellow-workers with God, and that God needs out 
co-operation in the evolution of His eternal purposes is a familiar one to 
Jewish mystics.* We are-not compelled to doubt or deny the omnipotence 
of Deity before we can believe that’our part in the Divine movement of the 
world is not a passive one, that we are not simple recipients and blind 
instruments, but allies and helpers of the Eternal Power. There prevails 
here and there a kind of belief in the power of God which makes all human 
effort appear to be unnecessary and superfluous, and which if acted on 
would deaden the sense of duty and be the paralysis of energy; but few 
even among those who strenuously maintain it put their theory into 
practice. Their hearts are wiser than their heads. The indolence 


and indifference of men have little to do with their speculative opinions. 


They are due, as a rule, to low or partial development or to selfishness and 
worldliness. On the other hand, the feeling of helping God has always 


been cherished by the most sincere and earnest believers in the power of » 


God over all. To be a fellow-worker with God may appear to some to be 
too vast and impossible an idea of the purpose of human life in this world. 
Yet nothing is clearer and more certain than that He who made and meant 
man and sent him here to work and to labour.until.the evening has left 


‘many things for man to do in fulfilling His plans and completing His 


works. The Divine power in the world is not an abstract, impersonal 
energy. God in the world creating and perfecting it means His power and 
spirit dwelling in and working through industrious, righteous, faithful, 
beneficent lives. The unit of power in the world is not God isolated from 
man, and not man isolated from God, but God and man united, working 
purposely and continuously together ; God quickening and inspiring mao, 
and man opening his life to be a part of the Divine life of the world. But 
the theme on which we have just touched is too vast to be treated of ina 
simple brief discourse. We must hold over till next week our further 
remarks on the subject.

A BLOW TO THE MINISTRY.

Sir,—The wider aspect which is involved in the action of those arch- 
patriots in Liverpool impels me to think that something is rotten in the state of 
Anglo-Jewry. I speak as one who has watched with anxiety the status of out 
ministry and, looking at recent events, begin to wonder whether the noble and th° 
idealistic have not begun to. vanish from that divine calling. The Jewish 
ministry has, I consider, by the arbitrary conduct of that Sub-Committee in 
Liverpool been struck the greatest blow it could. possibly receive, and that ata 
time when Jews’ College complains of a dearth in good home prodicst, At no 
time less than the present could the status of our mifistry afford to suffer in 
prestige, But one could hardly expect otherwise in a system where such unmanly 


‘and ungrateful treatment, as has been shewn at “Princes Road,” is the only 
reward for long and faithful service. 


The community, I cannot help thinking, does not appreciate the standard, or

what ought to be the standard, of its spiritual heads—at least this seems to be so. | 


‘in Liverpool, because the bes gifts which nature has conferred upon man is the 
independence of his thoughts and feelings. 

The minister, if he is to be the soul of the congregation, should be allowed 
complete independence of thought and action so long asthese do not conflict with 
the fundamental principles of our religion. Heshould not make the dictates of his 
couscience subservient to the ideas of any man. Rather must his congregation be 
guided by their confidence in the purity of his motives. In short, the minister 
should lead not be ied. 

if the Jewish ministry wishes to attract men of ability with conscience and 
principle, they must first of all break dowg the influence of the Warden’s box 
over the individuality of their own conception of what is right and good. The 
position to-day is that the thoughts of the Jewish minister are circumscribed, 
so that, instead of saying what he means and meaning what.he says, he must, 
before he speaks and acts, consider how best to please the varied temperaments 
of those whom he is serving. Instead of a leader, he feels himself a servant. 

This is exactly the reason why the Jewish ministry has failed to attract those 
young men, who, by reason of their ability, added to their sincerity of purpose, 
would prove such assets in the work of maintaining and strengthening our great 
taith. The fault is that the Jewish ministry is to-day taken up merely as a pro- 
fession by which one earns his livelihood. My ideal of a Jewish minister is the 
man of profound thought and learning who loves his race and religion with that 
ardour which makes him ambitious to help the cause he has so much at heart by 
devoting his life work to the accomplishment of his object and the uplifting of his 
people. It is the joy that mixes man with Heaven. 

The fact that he draws a salary to supply him with the means of subsistence 
should not make him a hired servant. 

The best friend I have, a young man whose profound sincerity is allied to al! 
those qualities necessary to the making of a good and useful minster, has often 
expressed to me that he would not become a minister because he could not 
perform his work conscientiously so long as that work required the approval of 
the Warden's box. In the case of my friend, I believe that a good spiritual guide 
has been lost to the community because great and noble principles cannot work 
in harmony with simply a desire to please those for whose good their use is 
intended. 

I cannot understand what the Liverpool community are. thinking. about in 
allowing this black stain to become ingrained on their reputation. It isan outrage 
that Jews, the very people who expect: toleration and liberty shown to them, 
should be the ones to deny these attributes to, above all, their own minister. It 
is an insult to Heaveg, and such conduct cannot fail to incur the contempt of all 
men who respect sincerity anda noble mind. mo 

I join with you in the thought that there is here work for the Ministers’ 
Conference. If the only result they will have accomplished will be the righting 
of this great wrong (for I believe that the remedyis partly in the hands of the 
minister himself) they will have more than justified their existence. 


In any case, I do hope that what Liverpool has lost another community will 
soon gain. °

PATRIOTISM AND JUDAISM, 

In one of his Passover sermons at the Montreal Spanish and Portuguese 
Synagogue, the Rev, Meldola De Sola stated that, in certain instances, the war 
had been made an excuse for lukewarmness towards the interests of Judaism, 
and that patriotism, so called, had been advanced as a reason for indifference 
to the requirements of our faith, He referred in scathing terms to what he 
characterised as “cheap attempts to win a reputation for patriotism by flouting 


the obligations of Judaism,” and severely criticised Sir Francis Montefiore for: 


characterising Jewish questions as “small questions of sect,” and for “loftily 


asserting that he had refused to discuss ‘so-called Jewish questions’ during 


the war.” What a sad falling away from the standard of the venerated 
Sir Moses Montefiore! If Sir Moses had been living to-day he would 
hardly have referred to matters affecting the interests of Judaism as ‘small 
questions of sect.” But then Sir Moses Montefiore had not only been 


_imtensely loyal to the British throne, but he was essentially a Jew of the 


noblest type. We did not become one whit lIéss loyal to the flag 
under which we lived because we refused to allow the war to render us oblivious 
to the requirements of Judaism and to our duty as the priestly ministers of the 
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King of Kings. We were necessarily interested very deeply in the result of th 
war, not only as British citizens but also as Jews, for the Entente . 
fighting for that right of men to be free which the Passover festival 
and for those very principles of righteousness which Israel had been proclaimin 
to mankind ever since the exodus. But legitimate interest in the war dig “a 
preclude interest in the welfare of Judaism or devotion to Jewish ideals, and our 
fervent hope for the triumph of the Entente Allies must not be made an excuse 
for ignoring the God-imposed obligations of our faith. Loyalty to the British 
flag must not be used as a cloak to cover disloyalty and treason to Judaism. 


JEWISH BOY SERGEANT IN RUSSIA, 

The heroism of the Russian Jews in the war has already produced a Jewish 
sergeant aged eleven. The lad in question is Israel Freedman who los; his 
father at the front and whose mother was killed by a bullet while endeavourin, to 
escape from Ruzani in the course of a battle. A Cossack family took char ,e of 
the boy and his four younger brothers and sisters. Freedman joined the army in 
the capacity of a scout and rapidly gained promotion. iy

Through two open French windows came the 
scent of a rose garden which we afterwards explored.- Four black men in the 
usual gorgeous native liveries waited at the table. After dinner, café liqueurs 
and cigars and cigarettes were handed round on the balcony overlooking the rose 
garden which sloped down to the Nile. Music in the ball-room then followed 
We sang the latest English popular songs, and had a very 
jolly time till about 11 o'clock when we left.”

Mr. HERMANN LANDAU said one important reason why support should 
given to the cause he was pleading was that they were Jews, (Cheers).

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be enough that an urgent call for help was made by suffering humanity, but it was 
more impressive when such call came from those of their own faith and kindred. 
_ So far, the British Empire had been able to collect about £16C,000. This might 

seem a large sum, but, in view of.the millions to be relieved, it was by no means 
so. He found that the poorer classes had contributed wonderfully well. In the 
East End of London.alone about £50,000 had been forthcoming, mostly in weekly 
sums of from 1d. to 5s. Among hard and self-denying communal workers was 
Mr. Otto Schiff, to whom he paid a tribute for his active services as Hon. Secre- 
tary of both the Central and the new Fund. He (Mr. Landau) was a Zionist

expressed some.doubts that all the money so far collected had gone to the relief 
of the poor Jews in Russia and Poland, and furthermore that the expenses of the 
Fund wer2 practically nil. The Russian Government had informed the Central 
Committee in Russia that of all relief organisations that of the Jews was the best 
crganised. That Government.had been contributing a certain allowance towards 
relieving the wants of the Jews in Petrograd, but it was in no way commensurate 
with the needs,.and.therefore it was most urgent that Jews in various parts of the 
world should give substantially. Some of the contributions they had received 
from the colonies were particularly gratifying, especially those which had been 
received from Johannesburg and from Montreal. In addition to relief it would be 
necessary to provide funds for settling the poor people in their new homes, The 
cost of this scheme it was impossible to state. An estimate of ten million roubles 
had been mentioned, but probably double that sum would be required adequately 
to perform that necessary task. | 

Mr. SAMUEL J. COHEN, in proposing a vote of thanks to Messrs. Landau 
and Schiff, said that there existed every hope that the Manchester campaign 
would be successful. They had appointed about a hundred canvassers, who had 
expressed their willingness to give their services, and there were also ten or 
twelve captains. Rabbi Dr. SALOMON seconded the vote, which Mr. LANDAU 
briefly acknowledged. Mr. NaTHAN Laski, J.P., moved, and Mr. NAHUM 
seconded, a vote of thanks to the Chair. ) 


Under the auspices of the combined seven Manchester Lodges of the Order 
Shield of David a meeting was held on Sunday at the Rydal Mount Synagogue. 
The President, Mr. S. Royce, presided. The report of the Benefit Performance 
Sub-Committee was adopted, together with the balance-sheet of the function 
organised for the Manchester Russian and Polish Fund showing a surplus of £25.

LIVERPOOL, 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 


As a result of the Conference held on the initiative of Rabbi S. J. 
Rabinowitz, a general meeting of delegates of all Synagogues and Societies 
represented by both the Liverpool Committee and the Independent Com- 
mittee, is to be held at 5, Oxford Street, on Sunday, at half-past. eleven. 
The meeting will consider the possibilities of adjusting the - differences 
between both Committees with a view to securing united activity under 
a new Executive. The delegates will now for the first time be given the 
opportunity of voicing their opinions on the action taken in the matter 
by members of the Executive without consulting them, and a final and definite 
repudiation of the unauthorised scheme of amalgamation with the Princes Road 
Synagogue Committee will be demanded as preliminary to any agreement on 
united action and peace in the community. If this result is achieved, a new 
Executive could be appointed containing the best elements of both Committees, 
and leaving room for the inclusion of one or more representatives of the Princes 
Road and Hope Place Congregations, should they desire to fall into line with the 
rest of the.community in a union of all forces on a democratic basis of 
representation. 

A meetirig of the Independent Liverpool Committee was held on Wednesday 
week. It was unanimously decided to enter into no negotiations for united action 
with the Liverpool Committee, unless that body repudiated the scheme of 
amalgamation with the Princes Road Congregation. Mr. H. Roskin was elected 
Treasurer, and Mr. H.E. Brickman, Hon. Secretary. The Treasurer reported 
that since the formation of the Committee on April 12th, £32 had been collected 
and forwarded to London A further amount of £15 was handed over at the 
meeting. It wasdecided that, failing an amicable arrangement with the Liverpool 
Committee, the Committee would appoint a body of weekly collectors, and a 
thorough and systematic collection for funds would be organised over all the 
Jewish districts in the city. Steps would also be taken to arrange a mass meeting 


and a street collection, and for the latter purpose the assistance of the various |

THE LEEDS BETH DIN AND THE PROTEST. — sins

Sir,—My attention has been drawn to a letter written by Mr. E. E. Burgess, 
which appeared in your columns the week before last. He mentioned my name in 
connection with what went on in Leeds during my absence from the city. May I 
take this opportunity of stating as precisely as possible the actual facts of which I 
am aware ? 

Mr. Burgess came with his brother to my house with certain grievances that 
he had against my colleagues of the Leeds Beth Din. He informed me of certain 


articles and denials that were appearing in a local paper, which facts were abso- | 


lutely new to me, It seemed that the whole storm had been the outcome of Mr, 
Burgess's attack on the Kev. M. Abrahams to the effect that the latter was not a 
qualified member of the said Beth Din. As Mr. Burgess was taking legal proceedings 
against mry colleagues, who had denied the allegation, he warned me not to be 
mixed up with the matter, and advised me not to sign a certain testimonial which 
(had, as yet, never seen. Here I must emphatically deny the chief point upon 
which Mr, Burgess’bases all his allegations about me. When, towards the end of 
his interview with me, he asked me whether I would sign the said testimonial, | 
told him ‘that I would-certainly embrace the opportunity of affirming that the Rev. 
M. Abrahams is:one of the Rabbis of the Leeds Beth Din, and that his advice and 
guidance have been of the ‘highest vatue. 
The rest is pure invention of Mr: Butgess's vividimagination. It also seems 
that the quarrels which Mr. Burgess imagines are taking place among the mem- 
bers of the Beth Din, who, as a matter of fact, have always lived in perfect 


harmony since its foundation, are as illusive as his sel{f-appointment as the mouth- 
piece of the younger generation of Leeds. a 


COHANIM AND WAR SERVICE. 
From “ PELONI.”—[To THE Epiror.] 


‘SiR,—It occurs to me that in discussing the question whether according to 
Jewish law and custom Cohanim may take part in warfare or not, uone of your 
correspondents have mentioned the following points which, to my mind, have ao 
important bearing on the whole issue, as they show us what took place,when our 
people lived in their own country, had their own State and Army, and ali:the 
affairs of the State were carried on according to the precepts of the Jewish law :— 

(1). We find direct evidence in Scripture that a great General uader 
King David was a ["3, that he was appointed by the King as Chief Commander 
of a contingent for the training of the Army. This General, of whom several 
marvellous deeds are recorded, was $ID (vide Il. Samuel, 


chap. xxiii., 20-21): “And Benaiah, the son of Jehoiada, the son of a valiant 


man, of Kabzeel, who had done many acts, he slew two lion-like men of Moab; 
he went down also and slew a lion in the midst of a pit in time of snow.” 

“And he slew an Egyptian, a goodly man; and the Egyptian had a spear 
in his hand ; but he went down to him with a staff and plucked the spear out of 
the Egyptian's hand and slew him with his own spear.” 

Almost identical passages occur in I. Chronicles (chap. xi., v. 22-24), and 
that he was a {73 is stated in I. Chronicles (chap. xxvii., 5): “The third 
captain of the host for the third month was Benaiah, the sonof Jehoiada, 4 chief 
priest; and in his course were twenty and four thousand.” 

(2). That our Rabbis were not in doubt about the question is proved by the 
MWD in Zota viii., 3, dealing with the exemption from military service in war 
(Deuteronomy xx.) accorded to those who were newly married. Here the 
Mishnah lays down the law in respect toa 92 who has contracted a prohibited 
marriage, which shows us clearly that in ordinary circumstances every ]73 
who had-no claim for exemption under the clauses specified in Deuteronomy was 
compelled to follow the call of arms, and to go to war like every Israelite. 
(Incidentally I would mention that all those who under the above-named pro- 
visions were free from war service, were held to do non-combatant duties, as com- 
misariat duties, road mending, etc.) | 

What was the duty of our forefathers in their own country is no less our duty 
to-day, and until we have regained our own nationality, and by the will of 
Almighty God have returned to our land, we are bound.in loyalty to our Sovereign 
and country, and like in Palestine of old we must willingly and joyfully follow the 
call of the country when she wants us, without distinction and without raising any 
objection on religious grounds, for patriotic reasons and for reasons of self-preser- 
vation. Jeremiah (xxix. 7) in his message to the Jews in Babylonian captivity, 
exhorts them as follows :—** And seek the peace of the City whither I have caused 
you to be carried away captives, and pray unto the Lord for it: for in the peace 
thereof shall ye have. peace,” insisting that our people's welfare is, of course, 
bound up with that of the country in which they live. Apart from this it seems 
illogical for Cohanim alone to seek exemption on religious grounds, when every 
other Jew, as a soldier in war, is compelled to break manya Jewish law and many 
time-honoured customs. There is only one “conscientious objection ” ; it applies, 
however, to Jew and Gentile—not specifically to Jews, but to all mankind alike—it 
is the objection to the taking of human life (one of the seven Noachitic laws.given 
by the Lord to all men), and this objection, when honestly advanced, is 
acknowledged and distinctly allowed by the law of the country, |

The article by Mr. Israel Zangwill, which we are enabled to reprint in our 
present issue, is to our way of thinking one of the ablest contributions from his 
pen that has been published recently. For one thing, in treading the path of 
what may be termed the psychology of religion he is on, for him, sure ground. 
No one has analysed Judaism with a more certain eye and hand than Mr. 


- Zangwill, and what could better have fitted any man to submit Christianity to 


the keen searching it invites in its relation to the war? And, in the result he 

finds that Christianity has gone wrong to the extent of being obviously incon- 

sistent in so far that it has been transformed for a purpose and ina manner utterly 

foreign to its true sphere as conceived by its great founder. : 
PRACTICAL CHRISTIAN[fTY. 


If, as one born unburdened by the apostolic paradoxes that embarrass the 
Bishops [says Mr. Zangwill] I might venture to give them ghostly counsel, ! 
would bein by remarking that if the Church now finds itself in an incon- 
gruous position ‘it has only itself to blame for neglecting the path of silence 
and peace pointed out by the Master. “ Render unto Cesar the things that 
are Cewsar’s” is surely a sign-post showing the way out for the Church, when 
it confronts what it can neither countenance nor cure, The Churchis not a 
political platform. One does not go to an abbey or a cathedral to hear 
speeches or newspaper articles. The Church should have remained a centre 
of beauty and prayer and hallowed quiet, of great literature and noble music, 
a balm to the wounded spirit, an anodyne, a counter active, a reminder of 
realities no less substantial than the war; of the good that may yet—despite 
the hovwJers-down of St. Paul—overcome evil. The Church should have 
communed with its own heart and been still. To those who brought it the 
problem of their conscience—should they fight ’—the answer was the same. 
‘Render unto Caesar the things that are Casar’s.” Every citizen must fight 
—unless not to fight is even more dangerous. Martyrdom was ever the 
Christian's privilege and seal. ' 
Assuming Mr. Zangwill is right in his estimate of the dominant faith, and we aré 
far from saying that he is not—quite the contrary—then Christianity cannot 
effectively, or rather without losing its effectiveness, become in any sense a 
governing creed among men. It cannot be of the world worldly and the bare 
idea of practical Christianity is a false measure. Sure, to adopt a book-title 
employed by the late Mr. W. T. Stead, if Christ were to go to the Trenches that 
is a doctrine upon which he would insist. After all is that not the only practical 
way of envisaging Christianity ? , 


MESOPOTAMIA AND JEWISH COLONISATION. 

From Mr: ELLIS SCHAAP, 1, Ferntower Road, Canonbury, N. [To THE

| Sirk,---When in November last I ventured to criticise Mr. Hermann I_Landau’s lecture 

on Mesopotamia as a field for Jewish emigration I was actuated by the sole desire of 


preventing any section of Jewry from following wandering fires and well-meaning leaders’ 


whose knowledge of the suitability of the territory to which they would transport their 
unfortunate brethren was gathered from travellers who neither understand Jewish needs 
nor the Jewish character. In turn, all the vacant territories of the earth have been set 
before Jewry as ideal spots for the solutiom of the Jewish problem—the Argentine, 
Uganda, Cyrenaica, and now, of all places, Mesopotamia, because it is the cradle of the 
Jewish race, and, therefore, preferable to Palestine. 

_. The comparison of the Jewish colonists with the early settlers in Canada and the 
United States which Mr. Morris Cohen makes in your last issue is singularly unfortunate. 
Surely he would not ask anyone to believe that the vitiated Jew from the cities of the 
Pale is the equal of the virile European colonist, who in his home is accustomed to fend 
for himself, isan adept in the handling of firearms, and is able to protect himself and his 
kin against hostile neighbours. Wherever the Jew goes, even under British rule, he will 
require protection, as it would be manifestly impossible to isolate him in such a manner 
that he would be immune from the unwelcome attentions of those who bear him no love 
This is particularly true of Mesopotamia where nomad Arabs and the Christian 
Mohammedan populations evince little affection for the “ Yahoodi.” 

The region where Jewish colonists would settle in Mesopotamia can scarcely be said 
to be attractive from any point of view—so much Mr. Cohen concedes. Is it because 
there are no graves; is it for want of graves in the Russian Pale that thou hast taken us 
away to die in the wilderness? would no doubt greet the ears of Israel's new leaders. 

Mr. Cohen's long sojourn in Bagdad must have blinded him to many facts con- 
cerning European Jewry if he believes that a common religion is sufficient to guarantee 
agreement and good-fellowship. Has he never heard how Englishmen of the Jewish 
persuasion, at the election of synagogue officials, cry * We don’t want foreigners?” In 
the current issue of your paper he may read Lieut.-Col. Henriques’ statement (report of 
the meeting of the Board of Deputies) “that they have had quite enough of German 
Jews.” In what does German Judaism differ from English Judaism, and what reason is 
there to suppose that Mesopotamian Jews will not say that they don’t want European 


Jews ? | 

It is, unfortunately, only too true that Jews the world over evince an ever increasin 
tendency to place themselves in water-tight compartments ahd to label themselves 
Englishmen, Frenchmen, Germans, etc., whilst their Gentile compatriots insist upon 
calling them foreigners. There will never be any hope for Jewry as long as this arlene 
form of Chauvinism exists anywhere in the lands of the diaspora. I would not like to 
assert that it does not exist in Mesopotamia, 
_ _l certainly agree with Mr, Cohen that the small difference in ritual betv-een the Jews 
o* Europe and Asia is of no importance, but I reiterate that in their outlook on life. in 
their ideals and religious customs, the Jews of Russia and of, say, Bagdad, are as wide 
asunder as the Poles. Everywhere environment influences the thought and ideals of the 
Jews, and Mohammedan environment does differ from Christian. How Jewish super- 
stitions in the East can be practically identical (the italics are Mr. Cohen's) with those 
of the West “ when they are due to the general backward native surroundings ” (I quote 
Mr. Cohen), passes my comprehension, Surely it is a contradiction in terms to speak 
of “ superstitions due to backward native surroundings,'’ and then to say that “Judaism 
in Bagdad has remained utterly unaffected by the Mohammedan environment.”’ 

Obviously, one of these statements must be untrue. 
Of all countries Palestine—not the cradle but the home of the Jewish people—is best 
suited to Jewish needs. It is still a land “ flowing with milk and honey” and its climate 
does not suffer from the extremes of heat and cold. Ifthe colonisation of this country 
has not been successful the fault must be laid at the doors of the colonists. 
proximity to Europe and the sentimental attachment Jews have for it make it the only 
ideal spot for Jewish agricultural enterprise. Hence, if the Jewish problem must be 
selved outside Europe—and this is not necessarily the case—Palestine can be the only place.

The final meeting of the session, held on Sunday at the Hotel St. George, was 
chosen as the occasion for participation in the Shakespeare Tercentenary, A 

| paper on ‘‘ The Study of Shakespeare,” by the late Mr. B. L. 
Benas, J.P., and delivered by him at the Hebrew Educa- 
tional Institution and Endowed Schools in the year 1875, 
was read by the President of the Society, Mr. Bertram B. 
Benas, B.A., LL.B. Mr. Benas prefaced the reading of his late father’s paper 
by observing that Shakespeare had taken Jewry into account, and Jewry had taken 
Shakespeare similarly. As the JEWISH CHRONICLE had aptly said, Shakespeare 
in the “ Merchant of Venice” had made the finest plea for justice to the Jew that 
had surely ever been penned. After all, it was justice that Jewry asa people and 
Jews individually stood most in need of. The late Professor Graetz, the eminent 
Jewish historian, had also made the “Merchant of Venice” a subject of par- 
ticular study. 
sciousness among non-Jewry as wellas among Jewry generally, it was to the good 
of Anglo-Jewry to appreciate and realise all that the land of England and all that 
the word English stood for. William Shakespeare was well said to be the 
exemplar of Englishry at its best. ‘The paper dealt with Shakespeare and his 
works in general, but more particularly with the “Merchant of Vénice.” The 
late Mr. Benas’ (a devoted and scholarly Shakesperian) treatment of the play 
was characterised by originality of outlook and ardent Jewish sympathies, a treat- 
ment which won for it the appreciation of eminent writers upon literature and the 
drama. Thanks were accorded the President for his reading of the paper, on the 
motion of Mr. L. Collins (Vice-President), seconded by the Rev. John S. Harris 
(Vice-President), and supported by Messrs. Sydney W. Price, LL.B. (Hon. 


Secretary), J. Bolloten, Phineas Arthur Benas and H. G. Auerbach, and Mrs.

A Striking Testimony. 


Under the above caption the Jew/ssi World of Wednesday. prints the 
following :— | 

We have received from the Kev. S. Friedeberg, B.A., of Liverpool, the 
‘following letter in reply to the one from Mr. H. Endbinder, of Ellesmere Vort, 
which, under the above heading, we published last week. Mr. Friedeberg says :-— 

Your issue of the 3rd inst. quotes a letter from Mr. H. Endbinder com- 
plaining of my refusal to give him a statement of character to produce at the 
Tribunal on his application for exemption from military service. In this letter 
Mr. Endbinder (1) makes statements from which entirely inaccurate inferences 
are to be drawn, and (2) concludes with an absolutely untruthful assertion, 

(1) Mr. Endbinder’s * personal character is” not “‘ well known ‘to” me. 

‘As examiner to the Hebrew Schools I may have awarded him prizes on the 
result of the examinations, but since he left school some sixteen years ago I 
have rarely seen him, and have not within my recollection ever held two 
minutes’ conversation with him. I have no knowledge of his business opera- 
tions which are not conducted,in Liverpool, nor does he reside in this city. 
Beyond his connection with the Zionist movement, I do not know of his 
communal activities, and lam not “fully acquainted with the type of” his 
“associations.” {In fact, considering he is and always has been a comparative 
stranger to me, it was.a matter of great surprise that he shouldapply to me for 
a statement when there are other Jewish ministers in the city to whom his 
character and “type of associations” may be really well known. 

(2) All this, however—misleading as it may be—is not so grave a matter 
as his concluding remark. His final words are: ‘ He absolutely refused:tc 
give me any statement of character because of my views.” This assertion’‘is, 
I repeat, an untruth. : 

In my reply to Mr. Endbinder’s letter asking for a statement for produc- 
tion at the Tribunal, I informed him that I had received applications from 
other persons intending to appeal on varying grounds, but that I had refused 
in each case, as I did not think a letter from me was in place at the Tribunal. 
I continued that much as I regretted it, I had to ask him to excuse me from 
complying with his request. Mr. Endbinder replied'thanking me for my letter 
and saying that the Rev. A. Price had given him a statement such as he had 
asked of me, in which the rev. gentleman stated he had known Mr. Endbinder 


for six years and that the pacifist views he had often expressed. he (Mr. Price) . 


always felt had come from the inspiration of the Hebrew prophets and their 
teaching as to the brotherhood of man. To this my reply was :—* Exactly. 
Mr. Price presumably has previous knowledge of your pacifist views. I have 
not, .as you are aware ; anditis not my habit to testify to that of which I have 
no knowledge.” Since then 1 have received another letter from Mr. End- 
binder, to which, having given my decision in my first letter, I did not think 
it necessary to reply. | 
On this Mr. Endbinder dares to say that I absolutely refused to give him 
any statement of character because of his views, when I had distinctly 
informed him that my action was in conformity with my policy of refusing all 
such applications, whatever the ground of appeal. I therefore call upon Mr. 
_Endbinder to retract in the columns of your Press this shameful statement ; 
and I ask you, Sir, to withdraw your comment thereon, made no doubt in the 
belief that the remark was true, and to give the same publicity to the with- 
‘drawal as you have to the article complained of. | 


A WITHDRAWN CRITICISM. 


The very last thing we would desire, of course, is to misrepresent either the 
views or the actions of anyone, especially one occupying such a position in our 
community as thatheld by Mr. Friedeberg. And, as it would seem that in printing 

Mr. Endbinder’s letter we have done so, we are extremely sorry. From Mr. 
Friedeberg’s letter we gather that, though he had received applications from many 
persons intending to appeal for exemption he had refused them all “ whatever the 
ground of appeal,” because he did not think a letter from him was “in place at 
the Tribunal.” It is quite clear, therefore, that in refusing Mr. Endbinder’s 
application there is no ground for assuming that he did so by reason of Mr. 
Endbinder’s particular views. It is only fair to the rev. gentleman, as well as to 
ourselves, to say further that Mr. Endbinder’s letter did leave us under the 
impression that a far closer acquaintance subsisted between teacher and pupil than 
the former now sets forth. In view of Mr. Friedeberg’s very full explanation 
which, coming from him, cannot for a moment be held in doubt, it is obvious that 
our Criticism of his action went very much further than would have been the case 
had the facts, as he now places them, been within our knowledge.

CLOSING OF THE SUNDAY CLASSES. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 


I have heard with deep regret, which will no doubt be felt by the community 
at large, that on account of the want of funds the Managers of the Jews’ Free 
School are about to discontinue the teaching of Hebrew on Sundays. Ihe whole 
raison d'étre of the Jews’ Free School is its ability to provide satisfactory instruc- 
tion in Hebrew and religion to the thousands of children gathered within its walls. 
The total number of boys and girls affected is about 2,600. . If the threatened 
closure becomes an accomplished fact less time will be devoted to such instruction 
at the Jews’ Free School than at any other Jewish School. But what, however, 
will be a much greater anomaly, will be the fact that Jewish children attending a 
non-Jewish Council School will be receiving six hours instruction weekly in Bible, 
Hebrew, and religion, whereas children attending the Free School will receive 
only three hours’ instruction weekly in these subjects. Last year, when the 
Managers decided to take a similar step, Mrs. Lionel Lucas generously undertook 
to make herself responsible for the cost of the Hebrew instruction for one year. 
The- Managers, no doubt, hoped that at the expiration of that time the war would 


be over and that they would be able to make a public appeal for the money to - 


carry on the work. Discontinuing the work at such a time as this would be 
nothing less than a calamity. It is evident to every reader of the newspapers, 
and much more s0 to those who are in closer contact with the children, that more 
than ever do children, and especially our East London Jewish children, stand in 
need of the controlling influence of religion. I understand that the total sum 
required for one year is about £700.

AUNTIE’S CHAT. 


It is particularly gratifying to me to note that our 
debate is calling forth a number of thoughtful letters on 
the subject under discussion: ‘Can Judaismthrivewithou 
persecution?” It proves that the members of our great 
League are deeply interested in Jewish problems, and 
are able to think things out for themselves and express 


their ideas with force and eloquence. 


THE BOILED EGG. 


A new aspirant for League honours, Lily Staragofsky, 
introduces an admirable simile when she writes: “An 
egg when it is boiled becomes hard, and the longer it is 
boiled the harder it becomes. This is just the same 
with Jews. Themore we are persecuted and oppressed, 
the firmer do we become in. our resolve not to give up 
our faith,” 

A QUESTION OF EXTENT. 


Myer Cohen, of Cardiff, sets out a new point very 
ably when he writes: ‘‘ Does Judaism Thrive by Perse- 
cution ?” Most, if notall, debaters unhesitatingly answer 
with an emphatic, unqualified ‘‘ yes.” They point to 
the time of the Maccabees—tbat period of Jewish history 
when, though the Jews were persecuted most, the spirit 
of Judaism was most alive—alive and kicking. True, 
as my cousin Ruth Levin says, persecution “has had 
the effect of invoking the sympathy of Jews one with 
another, despite the fact that they are scattered over the 
world.” But the question is the extent of the persecu- 
tion. A little persecution I recognise as good. A man 
who, from the cradle to the grave has each and every 
wish gratified, knows no trouble, no unsatished whim, 
is apt to forget the hand that feeds him. A sufferer of 
toothache is more aware of the fact that he has a tooth 
in his head, than he who does not know what it is to 
have toothache. <A person's prayers are more devout, 
more fervent, when oppressed by some trouble or care, 
or when suffering some petty illness. That, perhaps, is 
gne of our human weaknesses—and is natural—and being

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a human weakness, will ever remain so. But we have 
to consider, as I said before, the extent of the persecu- 
tion. According to many debaters, Judaism thrives in 
proportion to the amount of persecution ; therefore, the 
more persecution, the more Judaism. This, I contend, 
is notso. We may be so overburdened with persecu- 
tion that we are obliged to sink under the unbearable 
loads, be crushed utterly, to rise no more. But I can 
hear a voice say: Havn't anti-Semites in every age done 
their very utmost to haul down the flag of the Mogen. 
David, and yet it is fluttering in the breeze as proudly 
asever. Yes, but it has not been unending persecution. 
After the bitter persecution in Egypt, were not the 
Israelites reluctant to believe in the Almighty's deliver- 
THE EFFECT OF PERSECUTION. 


Myer goes on to say: Another point. What is 
Judaism? Isn't it a combination of all that is best in 
character? all that is noble, pure and good? Very well. 
Now, let us turn to Shakespeare’s Shylock. Can se be 
said to have had a model character—an exemplary 
character? No, certainly. not. Yet, if he were not 
borne down by the narrow-minded persecution of his 
Christian fellow-ceuntrymen—if he were not subject to 
the torrents of abuse, contempt, rudeness, and every 
kind of incivility—cannot we help thinking that his 
unfettered Jewish soul would blossom forth into a flower 
more typically Jewish? Give a dog a bad name and 
hang him. Yes, and the dog, in the end, will come 
dangerously near deserving to be hanged! The most 
innocent of men will gradually, in the course of time, 
develop into the most hardened of criminals, if suffered 
to be clothed eternally with the reputation of a criminal. 
If Shylock’s nature were not embittered, poisoned, 
crippled, deformed by continual persecution, wouldn't 
his character, his nature, have assumed a more noble 
mould, its real and natural mould? Carrying this 
argument to its logical conclusion, are we not persuaded 
to believe that Judaism does not thrive by persecution ? 


THE SABBATH QUESTION, 


Both correspondents riddle Ruth Cevin's suggestion 
in regard to the Sabbath—that the day on which it is 
observed does not matter provided the spirit of the day 
is upheld. Myer pictures a small Jewish congregation, 
the members of which all observe the Sabbath on a 
different day. Communal life in these circumstances 
would go to pieces. Lily suggests that this idea would 
merely furnish another excuse for Sabbath breakers who 
would be more inclined to disregard a day that was not 
traditionally hallowed for Sabbath observance. I am 
very pleased with the latest contributions to the debate.
